The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statisties  is  a  division  of  th.*  Iowa  Stato  Department  of 
Agriculture  workir-g  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked  the 
ene-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  ©f  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States» 

The  general  program  ef  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Servico 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  fc.r  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  counity, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  dene  in  the  past  te  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  effered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  project  65-1-72-155  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  date  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestock  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townshit)s  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete,

v;a»  established  in  January,  1G46.     It  v;as  naraed  for  Janies  I.Iadison,  the  fourth 
President  of  the  United  States, 

The  first  settler  in  the  county  uas  Hiram  Hurst,  v:ho  catrie  fron  Llissouri 
in  Llay,  1845,  and  took  a  clair.!  in  CraM'ord  Torciship.  In  ilxy,  184G,  Caleb  Clarh, 
Joel,  Isaac  and  Charles  Clonuon  cai.ie  v/ith  their  farailios  and  settled  alonr;  the 
creel:  which  is  Imoira  as  Clanton  Creel:.  About  the  saiae  tiiae,  Samuel  Gruye  and 
f-omily  located  on  the  divide  betrreen  I.Iiddlc  and  ilorth  rivers.     Claims  v^ere  also 
taken  on  Iliddle  kivor  by  Crosby  B,  Jones  and  Seth  Adams.    Alfred  D.  Jones 
opened  the  first  store  at  the  "iTarrovis  ,  about  four  miles  east  of  Virhere  V/lntor- 
set  nov7  stands. 

In  July,  1049,  the  co.vomissioners ,  chosen  for  that  purpose,  selected  and 
bought  a  site  for  ihe  county-seat  on  a  farm  omied  by  John  Guiberson,    The  day 
for  the  selection  r;as  a  colo,  raw  oay  and  -.vhen  on  of  the  coraffiissioners  suf^^^este 
the  name  of  Surnrierset  for  the  town,  another  conriissioner  thought  Winters ct  vras 
more  appropriate,  hence  it  became  Winterset.  1/ 

The  m.ain  line  of  the  Rock  Island  Railroad  v-ras  built  through  the  northern 
part  of  the  county  about  1868.     It  passes  through  the  tovjnships  of  Penn  and 
Madison.     Later,  a  branch  line  Viras  constructed  connecting  vJinterset  vvith  the 
main  line. 

An  interesting  side-light  on  the  pioneer  da:ys  v/as  the  "Rattlesnake  Hunt'' 
organized  in  the  spring  of  1349.    The  hunt  resulted  in  the  slaughter  of  o,750 
rattlers  .  2/ 

Another  interesting  fact  is  that  the  Delicious  apple  had  its  origin  in 
Ivladison  County.  The  original  tree  is  protected  hy  a  woven  wire  fence  on  the 
farm  of  W.  B,  Landis,  located  a  short  distance  froTa  East  Pera  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  county-,  3/

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Soils 

The  soils  of  Madison  County  are  groujied  into  five  classes,  accordin-  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,   loess,  terrace,  swamp  and  "bottom- 
land, and  residual  soils.     The  drift  soils  cover  24„2  percent  of  tne  surface 
and  are  divided  into  Shelby  loarn — 19.9  percent,  and  the  Lindley  loam — 4.3  ;i.>er- 
cent.     The  loess  soils  cover  63.7  percent  of  tne  area  and  are  divided  into  Tsjm. 
silt  loarn — o^,.3  percent,  Clinton  silt  loam-- 9.3  percent,     and  Grundy  silt  lo-un — 
4.1  percent,     'The  terrace  soils  cover  2.1  percent  of  tne  surface  and  are  divided 
into  Waukesha  silt  loami--1.0  percent,  Bremer  silt  loam — 0.7  percent,  Jackson 
silt  loam — 0,3  percent,  and  Calhoun  silt  loam — 0^1  percent.     The  swamp  and  "bot- 
tomland soils  cover  6.9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  the  Vfabas'n 
loam  series.     The  residual  soils  cover  3.1  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided 
into  Sogn  stony  silt  loam — 2.9  percent,  and  Hagerstown  silt  loam — ^.2  percent.  5/ 

Topography 

The  original  surface  of  tne  county  was  a  rather  level,  loess  covered  plain, 
sloping  to  the  northeast  at  t"he  rate  of  a"bout    10   feet  per  mile.     This  topography 
has  been  modified  by  erosion  and  two  distinct  ty-^es  of  surface  have  developed. 
In  the  mor thv/estern  quarter  of  the  south  central  part  of  the  county  and  in  the 
area  east  of  Clanton  Creek,   from  St.   Charles  to  South  River,  the  surface  is  gently 
level  to  undulating  and  the  action  of  the  erosion  has  been  less  extensive  than 
elsewhere.     The  valleys  -^f  the  streams  ar-:'  dee-^ly  cut,   the  slopes  rather  steep 
and  the  bo\.tom-lands  narrow.     The  tributary  streams  are  short.     In  the  area  between 
Middle  and  G-rand  rivers  in  the  soufnwe stern  part  of  tne  county  the  surface  leatures 
are  more  extreme^     Here  the  original  surface  deposits  navK  been  carried  awa.y  by 
the  stream  action  and  the  tributaries  of  the  streams  have  cut  back  so  far  into 
the  Ujoland  that  tnere  is  very  little  area  left  that  has  not  been  affected  by  wash- 
ing.    The  eastern  part  of  the  county,  except  the  plain  east  of  Clanton  Creek,  has 
been  extensively  cut  by  stream  action.     Broad,  flat  valleys  along  the  main  streams 
and  the  smaller  streams  have  cut  into  the  uplands  so  t"hat  the  topography  is  roll- 
ing to  hilljr  or  even  steep. 

The  drainage  is  mostly  to  tne  east  tnrough  Clanton  Creek,  Middle  and  llorth 
rivers,     Gr-nd  Pdver  crosses  tne  county  in  the  southwest  and  drains  that  corner.  7/ 

Climate 

The  10-year  average  temperature  (1930-1939  3.ncl.)   of  Madison  County  was  49.6 
degrees.     8/     The  rainfall  average  for  40  years  (1891-193^)  was  32.15  inches  a,nd 
the  miean  growing  season  was  160  days  between  the  average  killing  frost  dates  of 
April  29  and  October  6,   for  38  years  (1892-193^).  9/

Apples  showed  a  record  count  of  143,030  trees  and  a  production  peal;  of 
121,892  bushels  in  1834;     the  poorest  year  v/as  1934  v/heii  23,027  trees  and 
13,696  bushels  xvere  reported  .     The  largest  nunber  of  peach  trees,  27,842,  vrere 
reported  in  1909  and  the  larcost  production,  3,337  bushels,  vjas  reported  in 
19Z4:,    There  were  12,372  cherry  trees  and  a  crop  of  2,^15  bushels  recorded  in 
1909,  the  pealc  year.    Proris  had  their  best  year  in  1909  vjhen  17,161  trees  yielded 
1,603  bushels.     Grapes  had  a  record  of  57,924  vine^-;  in  1874  and  173,604  pounds 
in  1909.     The  1934  report  was  10,562  vines  and  61,177  pounds.  16/ 

ITote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

T^.e  crop  assessors'  statistical  breahdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  hushed  for  G3:=ain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  ho^^ged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farni 
which  includes  o.ily  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  production, 
the  acreage  other  than  that  hushed  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by  divid- 
ing total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sunEiations  of 
individual  farm  productions  shown  as  hulked.     This  assuraes  that  the  acreage  not 
husked  v;ould  have  produced  the  sarae  yield  as  that  actuallj''  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it 
vjas  "felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  wdnich  vrauld  have  a  different  and  lower  yield. 
This  separate  yield  estimation  v/as  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and 
the  total  added  to  that  reported    as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  anl  not  by  oomships.     The  township 
yields  for  these  two  years,  then,  a:/e  somewhat  high  since  the.y  are  basoa  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.    The  totai  corn  acreage  is  shoirn 
by  tovjnship  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shovm 
to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.  The  county  summary 
table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1935  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields 
on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by 
the  acreages  shomi  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  m.ay  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shoini  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  ;ind  tovmship  yields  are, 
therefore,  consistent  in  all  j^ears  ezoept  1934  and  1935.

The  figures  for  I936,  1937,  1938  and  1^39  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  es- 
timates of  the  Division  of  j^ricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  assess- 
ors '  figures . 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  ta,ble  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21".  and  com- 
parison v\/ith  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  State  fa.rm  assessors'  figures.
